Woodruw Wilson admittedly went fur- 
ther yesterday toward d^nniuj; his id-Ms 
on progressive principles than he has 
since he became the driuoi'ratk- presi- 
dential nomine*. 


In "a sp«-A ihat was received with en- 


thusiasm .it Hartford and another at 
\<"w Haven, he declared he favored the 
initiative and the referendum, as well 
as the recall of administrative officer:-, 
but opposed the recall of the judiciary. 


He illustrated some of the points ill 


his speech by reference to political coii 
ditions on the Pacific coast, but said 
later these references did not contem- 
plate the presence in Hartford and >>w 
Haven yesterday of Cov. Johnson, of 
California: 


''If I did not believe that to be pro- 


gressive wos to preserve the essentials 
of our institutions, I for one could not 
be progressive." he said. 


Corrupt "Men in Senate. 


After paying tribute' lo the character 


of the majority of the men in the Uni- 
ted States senate. th« governor said: 


"It would be painful to repeat to you 


some of the processes by which seats 
have beean bought in the United States 
senate, and you know, as the whole peo- 
ple, of the United States know, that a 
little group of senators holulng the bal 
ance of power has again and again been 
able, to defeat programs of reform upon 
which the whole country had set its 
heart." 


The governor spoke of the effective- 


ness-of the direct primary, especially in 
New Jersey, and. turning to the ques- 
tion of populaar election of United States 
senators, said: 


••"While it is true that American force? 


are aware that they can conduct Amer- 
ican processes, without serious departure 
from the ideals of the constitution, it is 
nevertheless true that we have had 
many shameful instances of .practices 
which we can absolutely remove by the 
direct election of senators by the people 
themselves. 
J 


Favors Rule by the People. 


'•'Let's get another step deeper. I hope 


j on- won't any of you think that I am 
going tflo far in even mentioning in your 
presence those extreme doctrines of the 
initiative, the referendum aud the recall. 
It is the last'word that makes most men 
shrink. 


"Let no man deceive himself by the 


fallacy that" anybody proposes to sub- 
stitute direct legislation by the people 
or a direct reference of laws voted in 
the legislature by the \'ote of the people 
for representative government. 


"The initiative is a means of recap- 


turing the seat of legislative -authority 
on- behalf of the people themselves. 
The 


referendum is a means of seeing to it 
that unrepresentative measures are not 
put upon the statute book, • but 
arc 


checked by being submitted to the. vote 
o f t h e people.

Believes in,the Recall.. 
. - 


•"When you come to -the recall the 


principle is that if an administrative of- 


' ficer—for. we'will begin with an •admin- 


istrative officer—is so corrupt or BO un- 
wise as to be doing things that are like- 
ly to. lead to all sorts-of mischief, in 
the future it will be possible by a-pro- 
cess prescribed by the law to get rid of 
that officer before .the end.of his term. 
.. "I' don't -see how any man who is 
grounded in the traditions of American 
affaire, particularly as they derive their 
origin from New England, can find'any 
valid objection to the recall - of' admin- 
istrative officers. 


"It is another matter when; it comes 


to the judiciary. I myself have never 
bc«n in favor of the-recall of judges— 
not. that some judges haven't deserved 
to be recalled—that isn't the point. 
But because'that is treating the symp- 
toms instead of the disease. .The. dis- 
ease "lies . deeper and sometimes it__is 
very, very virulent and very dangerous.
